God, the Right Rev. Father Houchet wbs 
■tricken with paralysis ou Holy Saturday 
night and ■ few bonn later died, u be 
had Uvfed, a Joat man. In tail but mo- 
ments be waa fonud prayiag to tbat God 
that bad given faint strength all his life. 
He was found dying praying for forgive- 
ness for his own shortcomings, asking 
tlie charity of God for the sins of the 
many whose confessions he hsd heard, 
and for the millions who had not the 
light of faith. 

Neither pen of poet nor tongue of ora- 
tor can aing the praiaea of Father Bouchet, 
In apeaking of bim one batdly knows 
wbetber to any "May tbe Locd have 
mercy on bia aonl" or ''For of aocb ia the 
kingdom of bcavtn." Surety be waa in 
spirit one of thoae UtUe onaa tbat the 
Savior admired. 

Father Houchet was a human dynamo. 
Within his siiudl frame he had the energy 
and Hmhition of a niillton Cx'sars and 
Napoleons thrown into one. But like- 
wise he had tbe humility of St Joseph, 
and snbotdinated his energy and ambi- 
tion to tbe will of God. He knew, at 
Icaat aa far aa It ia given man to know, 
tbevalneofnaonL He knew tbe infinite 
price tbat waa paid for aonla and be never 
lost sight of tbe fact tbat Infinite homage 
was due the Savior, who descended to 
earth to save you and me, your father and 
mine, my mother ami yours, your chil- 
dren and mine. He had about him that 
mantle of Christian charity which he 
never chose to draw too tightly, but rather 
to spread ita folda in order that it might 
cover tbe enormitica of otbera. 

I^et na pray tbat bia kindly apirit may 
look down upon na horn tbe tbroae of 
tbe Moat High. befoM wbidi be has 
pleaded onr respective canaaa, tad that 
his prayers may be answered. 

HliL-d no tears for I'ather Houchet 
iiide.ss they be tears of joy. He needs no 
tears of sorrow. But if your tears of Joy 
will lead you to follow after the life he 
uiodeIe<l, then indeed will his cup of joy 
be full. Pray not so much for him aa 
tbat we, tbe creatnrea of Ood, whom be 
loved, will be led to follow bia example. 

Fattier Boodiet waa a very Imay man 
during Holy Week, afcd owing to tbe 
absence of the Right Rev. Bishop Mc- 
Closkey, who had to go to Florida on 
account of his health, his duties were 
heavier than usual. On Holy Saturday 
morning he ofTiciated at tbe ceremonies 
and during the afternoon and evening 
he beard confeaaions. Although be felt 
ill and several times liad to leave tbe 
confessional, he never faltered in his 
work and did not leave vntil tlw last per- 
aon departed from the cbnrcb at ll::io 
o'clock at night. He went to hia room 
at once and prepared to retire. He 
knelt in prayer l)eside his l>ed and 
tliere he was found fifteen minutes 
later by tbe Rev. P. M. J. Rock, 
who went in to take him tbe book con- 
taining tb* annonncementa for tbe week. 
Father Kodt aoon realized that Father 
Boodictwu ■ very ill man and- sum- 
moned tiM Rev. Dr. Oeo(|e Sdmlunann 
and the Rev. Father Bni^ Brady. Father 
Schuhmann then anmmoned Dr. John 
H. Knright, who visited the Cathedral 
rectory at once. He found the venerable 
priest suffering from a paralytic stroke. 
The sacraments of holy eucharist and 
extreme unctiou were administered. 
Father Bonchet was conscious the greater 
part of tbe time of bis brief illness and 
died at 4;S6 o'clock on Baater Sanday 
aomiag, Jnataa tbe day bagan to break 
and a few ainntas liefora tin liella began 
to peal anmmoninc ttwfalthfnl to the 
divine sacrifice of tbe maaa. He died as 
he bad lived, at peace with the world and 
at peace with God. 

Protestant and Catholic, Jew and Gen- 
tile, admired and revered Mousignor 
Boucbet. The title Monsignor was noth- 
ing to him. of course he honored the 
dignity conferred on him by our Holy 
Father the Pope, but he never felt worthy 
of it He waa humility itself. The Louis- 
ville HeraldlaatMonday told theatory of 
Father Boncfaet'a life as followa: 

The Right Rev. Midiael Bondiet was 
born August 26, 1827, in the Depart- 
ment Auvergne, Frcnce. He began to 
study for the priesthood September 21, 
1842, in France. He attended the Col- 
lege of Billion), where the first Bishop of 
this diocese. Bishop Flaget, was at one 
time a student He continued his studies 
at the Preparatory Seminary of Clermont 
8epten4ar, isis. He next attended the 
Theological Seminary of Mont-Ferrand 
September, 1848. At this achool be first 
developed the love for philoso^y tbat 
alwaya charactcriaed hia mental torn. 



He was alao tliorongh In Latin. 
Tbe late Archbishop Martin John 
Spalding, of Balttmorc, who luid been 
Bishop of tbia dioceae, went to Europe 
to Iwittg to this country ten students to 
do missionary work in Kentucky, and 
among those who returned to Anieric.i 
with him from the Catholic school at 
Haavcu in Holland was Mousignor 
Bouchet. 

Ten came. Five were priests. Fathers 
Bekkers, Luytelaar, Wnyta and Father 
Lawrence Bex; four were deaoona, Fatliera 

Boucbet. Van Dentekom, Cbaaat and Van 

Bmstrede, and one a subdeacon, Father 
De Vries. All these young missionaries 
did their wliole duty in the field ati<l 
most of them attained high dist uctiou in 
the church as devoted workers. 

Father Rax celebrates his golden jubi- 
lee Wednesday, and preparations were 
being made at tbe time of Monsignor 
Bouchet's death to celebrate bis goMt-n 
jubilee next year. Bialiop Spalding and 
tiie ten atndenta allied April 88. 1868, 
and arrived ia MewYorkMi^S. Tbcy 
came over in one of the firat ataamaUpa 
thn plylagtbe ocean. On May 16 Father 
Bottdwt reacbed Cincinnati, where tlm 
nine students were the gnaata tt Arch- 
bishop Purcell. 

Father Bouchet was ordained Septem- 
ber 24. 1863, at the old St. Thomas Semi- 
nary in Nelson county, Ky. His first 
mission waa nuder Father DnrUn, at one 

who waa a p ri es t fte aixty<41irae yeara^ 
Father Boucbet took charge of St. 
Gregory'a church in Nelson county, and 
in 1856 came to Louisville, where he has 

remained ever since, his first charge 
being the Church of Our l.ady, Portland, 
and there began to study (lerniaii. 

He was then called to the Cathedral. 
At tbe time he was told that he was to 
remain at tbe Cathedral for a few months 
only. His main work at the Cathedral 
at the firat waa in the Vonng Men's 
Sodality. He waa eapedally intereated 
in getting np dramatics and in keeping 
young men together at that time. In 
1861 the Cathedral had 12,000 worshipers. 

Father Bouchet was appointed Vicar 
General April, 1871, succeeding Father 
Dunn as pastor of tbe Cathedral. On 
February 11, 1899, he was invested with 
the title of Monsignor. In 1874 he went 
to Rome and had an audience with Pope 
Piuz IX., and whUe there teamed ItalUn. 
He remained in Italy ooe year, and was 
made a Monaignor by Pope Lao XIII., 
whom be never aaw. 

Father Bouchet was a mechauical 
genius and invented many useful articles. 
Among them were fire escapes, folding 
be.is, type-writing machines and adding 
machines. He never patenteil any of 
them, but allowed tbe work of his genius 
to make fortunes for others. 

On Monday the remaina of Monaignor 
Bouchet Uy in atote in the Cathedral of 
tbe AaaumtMion, which be loved ao well. 
Clad in bia purple babillmenta and with a 
golden ehatioa daaped in hia baada tw 
looked as if be were smiling in 
death. During the day the church was 
visited by thou.sands after thouands of 
Catholics. Strong men looked ujkju him 
and wept. Women brought infauts in 
their arms to look upon bis calm and 
placid face. Why? Because in many 
years to come, when the memory of 
Father Bouchet has become a history of 
the diocese these little ooea ean a^y to 
their cbildrea and gmadchitdrea: "My 
mother took me as a child in bar arms 
to m» VMhw apwiliitoi he lay la his 
coAn In the Catfiednl." 

The funeral ceremonies were solemn 
yet simple and in keeping with the life 
and habits of the dead man. The time 
set for tbe solemn mass of requiem was 
10 o'clock, but long before that hour the 
church began to fill with people who 
came to pay their A^pecte to tbt memory 
of tbe dead. ShorUy after 9 I'dock the 
prieata, more tlian a bundled in ntnaber, 
began the aolemn office for the dead. 
Dominicana ia wtiite, Franciscans in 
brown, Tnfflal monks and secular 
priests, Paaslonlata and Resurrectionists, 
were all represented in the sanctuary. 
All the Sisters of Charity who could be 
8pare<l from the various institutions 
which they conduct in this city occupied 
the front p>ews in tbe middle aisles. The 
poor negro laborer whom Father Bouchet 
had befriended sat beaide tbe ridi banker 
wtMBi the dead man liad •4«nUed. Race 
and nationality were atwUrfied. Heaven 
was their common goal and ttiey offered 
up their prayers to tbe Great Creator to 
lead them with kindly light into His 
presence in order that they might be

Celebrated His Golden Sacerdotal Jubilee at St. John's 
Church, Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
or This Week. 



The Faithful Departed, The Vincentians and Catholic 
Kni&hts of America Remembered in Masses 
That Were Said.

We live in an age of agnoatidsm, aye, 

of flat denial of the existence of a God. 
And yet that God during the past week 
baa aeea fit to laach na two woaderful

leasoos — how to live and how to die. On 
the one hand we have tbe beantiful testi- 
monial of tbe people to a faithfid and 
devoted priest, the Very Rev. I'ather 
Bax, who has couiplctvd his fiftii-th year 
at the altar of G<xl. On the other baud 
we have the sudden yet beautiful death 
of tbe Right Rev. Monsignor Bouchet, 
who died as he lived, praying to his 
Maker for his own failings and the fail- 
iaga of tlie people. In one caae we have 
a leaaon on time; in tbe other a leaaon on 
eternity. Both men wOe beloved of the 
people. Let us pray that we and our 
children and our children's children may 
follow in some slight degree the lessons 
taught by tbe happy death of Father 
Bouchet and tbe exemplary life of Father 
Bax. 

Fifty years at the altarl Think what 
tbat meana. Tbcae are daya of commer- 
datiam and fignraa. Thiaga are counted 
in tlMaa tinea, even onr blesalngs. 
TlHretara we mnat count a tittle. Fifty 
rimea 865. It means at leaat 18,260 
to aay nothing of the extra 
on Sunday and three on each 
Christmas. The sacrifice of the mass is 
an infinite blessing, the repetition of the 
sublime tragedy of Calvary. How singu 
lariy were we blessed to have among na 
a man who was allowed tbe privelege of 
offering up that sacrifice ne.<trly '20,000 
timra. Beaidea Father Bax baa had 
mnhifkriona dutiea of another diaracter, 
the bearing of oonfaaaiona, tlie admiaia- 
tering of tbe aaerametataof tbe Bndiarist, 
matrimony, baptism and extreme unc- 
tion. He has had the care of tbe poor 
and afflicted, and above all, the educa- 
tion of llie children. Riglit well has he 
performed all tlie.se duties, aud while it 
is to be hoped that I'ather Houchet is 
now enjoying the beauties of an eternal 
heaven, we are all sure that Father Bax 
baa bad a foretaate of tbe love that 
reigtM eternal ia receiving tbe congratu- 
Utiona of his frienda during the present 
week. 

' On Monday morning at 7:80 o'clock 
the jubilee ceremonies be>;au. Thought- 
ful and fittingly the initial ceremonies 
were for the dead of St. John's congrega- 
tion, tbe people whom Father Bax had 
ministered to in life and death during the 
past forty-seven years. The Very Rev. 
Father Bax was celebrant of the mass. 
Hia nephew, the Rev. Peter Notten. was 
deaeon, and bta grandnephew, tlie Rev. 
Peter Vroomans, waa anb-deacon of the 
mass. Miss Dymphna Veeneman, a niece 
of Father Bax, presided at the organ. 

In the evening at 8 o'clock the paro- 
chial school hall was filled witli the peo- 
ple of the congregation, who had come to 
do iMMor to thrir beloved pastor. When 
the curtain arose the members of the 
choir were seen seated on the stage. A 
beautif nl jubilee anthem waa rendered by 
Miaa BIht Oorliett aa adoiat and the choir 
ringing the refrain. Miaa Dymphna 
Veeneman waa tbe aooompaniat. Over 
the stage hung the following inscription: 
"Golden Jubilee, 1853-1903." Beneath 
it hung a handsome portrait of tbe Very 
Rev. Father Bax. After the jubilee song 
E. J. Man|l, the Chairman of the even- 
ing, announced tbat be was pleased to 
see so many bright and smiling faces 
praaent to do honor to their beloved pea- 
tor, who, thanka be to God, after forty- 
seven yeara of labor among tliem was 
hate and hearty and ever ready to do 
any and everytliink for the temporal and 
spiritual welfare bf his flock. Mr. Mann 
fipoke feelingly of Father Bax's love for 
the children of the parish and said be 
hoped the venerable jubilarian would 
live to celebrate bis diamond jubilee 
twenty-five years hence. He concluded 
by introducing Mr. John T. Garragbty, 
who spoke in betiatf of tbe married men 
of tbe cong r eg a tioB. Mr. Garragbty 
said be felt tbe lioBor aad privelege of 
being called upon to rapraaent the people 
la tbia reap«et. He told of PMher Bax's 
fidelity to hia flock in joy and in aorrow, 
in sickness and death. A Quartette com- 
posed of Miss Lula Desse, Mi.ss Mary 
Bax, Frank Lausberg and Michael Hill, 
rendered an appropriate selection, after 
which Mrs. John A. Stuckenborg de- 
livered a brief addreaa in behalf of tbe. 
married women. She aald among other 
things, "We live In deeds, nof years. 
Bvery age baa ita heroea. Father Bax Js 
one of ttie veteran heroee of ttw ptceent 
age, a faithful servant of the King of 
kinga. His good deeds will live long in 
the memory of bis people. " .

Miller and Roth, Michael Hill spoke In 

behalf of the young men of the congre- 
gation. During his address Mr. Hill 
said: 

"It is true that we have not at all times 
promptly responded to your earnest 
efforts for our welfare, but we have 
nevertheless been so influenced by your 
teaching and example tbat whatever 
success may crown our endeavora, we 
know will be hugely due toyonr untiring 
7.eal in our belialf." 

Miss Alexina Schaulle gave a soprano 
solo in magnificent style, after which 
Miss F.lla I'raiicis spoke in behalf of tbe 
young ladies of the congregation and 
voiced their sentiinetits in wishing that 
Father Bax would live to celebrate bis 
diamond jubilee. Amid tbe applause of 
those assembled Mr. Mann called for 
I'ather Bax to mount tlie atage, which he 
did. 

Father Bax waa viriUy affected by t^e 
greeUng be received. He aaid he bad lib 
idea what words to use in thanking bis 
frienda and parishoners for what they 
bad done toward making his golden 
jubilee such s success. He took no credit 
to himself for the temporal and spiritual 
benefits that had come to the congrega- 
tion. He thanked the married men, tbe 
single men, the married ladies and the 
single ladies for their magnificent gifta. 
Tbe Rev. Father John HUt was then 

ySaS^SSrw^MHriEhanentto 
the priaathood, more than a dozen of 
whom are now before God's altar. I<'atber 
Welch, Father Bax's assistant, spoke of 
the reverence of the people of the parish 
for their ii:isti)i ami of their deep feeling 
for religion ami holy things. The even- 
ing I loscd with evcrylxKly feeling pleaaed 
that liiey had attended the celebration. 

On Tuesday morning at 8 o'clock the 
children of St Jolia'a congregation as- 
sembled in ttie chardi aad attended ttie 
solemn high maaa that waa offered up by 
Father Bax in their behalf. In the after- 
noon the children asseiiibleil in the school 
hall, where Father Bax nci-ived them. 
Representatives of the ditTereiit classes of 
iKjys and girls delivered brief but appro- 
priate addresses and were .serveil with 
refreshments. No one loVes children 
more than Father Bax, and probably no 
part of the jubilee oercmoniea pleased 
him better than the cbildren'a raceptioB. 

On Tneaday evening tbe membera of 
all tbe local conferences of St Vincent de 
Paul's Society and of the various branches 
of the Catholic Knighta of America asseuj- 
bled in the school on Clay street to do 
honor to l-'ather Hax.

He tol<l how the society had" 
been ever an object of devotion and 
solicitude of Father Bax and how much 
tbe members honored and admired tbe 
venerable jubilarian. His remarks were 
well received. Mr. Michael Hill rendered 
a baritone solo and was followed l>y W. 
C. Smith, Prerident of Branch 4 of the 
Catholic Knighta of America, the firat 
branch eatobliabed in the city. Mr. 
Smith told of tbe hlatory of the Catholic 
Knighta. how it bad grown to be a factor 
In the Catholic church in the Tnitesl 
States and paid a high tribute to Father 
Bax for his 1oni> and faithful services as 
Spiritual Director of Branch 26 and aa 
Spiritual Director of tbe State branch of 
the order. When he closed Chairman . 
Ben Hund app6inted Preaident Jamea T. 
Campbell a romailM t a of oae to eacort 
Father Bax to the platforaL Father Bax, 
happy and amiling, thanked thoae prea- 
ent for their attendance. He took no 
credit to himself, but urged all to con- 
tinue their devotion to the church and to 
the St. Vincent de I'aul Society and 
Catholic Knights of America. HIawoida 
were applauded to the echo. 

Wednesday was the last and greateaf 
day. In the morning at 10 o'clock a 
solemn mass of tbaaktgiviag waa title 
brated. Long before tbat Iwnr tbe Church 
was titled except in the sanctuary and tbe 
pewa rcaerved for tbe clergy, tbeVln- 
centiana and the Catholic Knighta of 
America. Meanwhile the priesta who 
were to assist at the mass and subaequent 
ceremonies were arriving at tbe pa.storal 
residence. The Most Rev. William Henry

The joyous liaster morn— when 
the church and people rejoice that 
the Christ haa ariaen— when all 
were prepared to hear words of 
greeting and congratulations, on 
such an occasion expectant hearts 
were shocked by the MnoniiceiiMnt 
of the death of Father Bonchet — 
the simple title by which he was 
known to all, though a Right Rev- 
eicnd IfoB^gnor and Vker Gen- 
eral of the diocese. A shock to 
the clergy, the religious, the laity 
to old and young, to non-Catholks 
for he waa known and beloved of 
all, and up to the midnight before 
he was in apparent health and 
vigor attending his priestly duties. 
The ezptcariona of sorrow, the 
praise of his character, zeal, labors, 
charity, attest the universal respect 
of the community where hia life 
work haa aooomplished so much 
for the relief of suffering, aiding 
the distressed, providing for the 
homeless, teaching charity and 
brotherly love, aside from and in 
addition to his great and unceasing 
labors in behalf of the church. 

Father Bonchet. mm of httmUe 
' parents in Auvergne, France, striv- 
ing for his vocation to the priest- 
hood amid conditions of persecu- 
tion sndi aa prevail in France 
today, was forced to go to Haaven, 
Holland, to complete his education, 
and had been ordained a deacon, 

. when in 1853. 0° invitation of 
Bishop Spalding, he came tto this 
country. After a few months at 
Mount St. Mary'a College he was 
ordained priest and came to this 
dty, then a hotbed of Know-Noth- 
ing fanaticisms, to begin his priestly 
labors, where he was destined to a 
lonK. ardttooa, bnt moat fmitful 
mission, as results attest. The 
growth of Catholicity in those fifty 
yeara—the forming of parishes, 
building of dituxhes. convents, 
asylums, academies, schools, col- 
leges, hospitals, seminaries, cem- 
eteriea— in all of which Father 
Bonchet aided in some way by ad- 
vice, raising of funds, planning the 
buildings, management, arrange- 
ment, from mere anggestiooa to 
actual work in every detail; for 
Father Bouchet was not only a 
zealous, self-sacrificing priest, but 
a geniua of mathematics, finance 
and mechanism as well, and in all 
an untiring worker. He drew up 
the plans, superintended the build- 
ing, calcuUted the coat and re- 
sources and managed for the pay- 
ment of churches and other insti- 
tutions; attended all the financial 
affaUs of the dioceie and several 
df the religious orders, the orphan 
asylums, the cemeteries, and was 
the adviser in the parish and edn- 
oational mattcra. Alwaya ready 
and practical, he could devise a 
simple and convenient way to. do 

« almost anything. If ore* than thirty 
years ago he had a cash roister of 
his own invention. The pumping 
apparatus, the beauties of St. Louis 
cemetery, the buildipR and arrange- 
ment of numerous Catholic instita- 
tfc>ns throughout the diocese, are 
after his plans and direction. Had 
Father Bouchet elioaen the voca- 
tion of mechanics, finance <m: com- 
merce he would have attained fame, 
but never wealth — his heart was 
always bigger than hia purse, hia 
all went to charity. 

For all that be did as priest, 
genius, scholar, worker in every 
sphere, he ndther aooght nor re- 
ceived financial reward nor credit. 
Of his zeal and untiring labors as a, 
priest io^ath^a^k and charity 
most MMHlll^ something, 
for in all parts of the diocese there 
are results of Father Bouchet's 
labors, but among the poor.^rough 



St. Vincent de Panl's Society, to 
the orphans in asylnma, and the 

sick in the hospitals — everywhere 
amid suffering and distress— was 
hia heart work moat manifest. In 
the abodes of poverty, in the 
alleys and garrets, was Father 
Bouchet a welcome and ever bene- 
ficent visitor. To tlM orphana he 
was indeed a father, and in the 
hospitals he was hailed as a bene- 
factor and consoler of the afflicted. 
His kindHneas and Jovial diapoai- 
tion was ever a ray of sunlight, hia 
advice wise and fatherly, his sid 
ever ready iu any way possible for 
him to give. No work waa too 
hard, no sacrifice too great, no time 
inconvenient, for Father Bouchet 
to do good to anyone, regardless of 
race, color or condition. Many are 
the incidents recalled during the 
past week of bis good deeds in 
over forty years. 

Among Cathdica he ia apakiea of 
as a model, zealous and self-sacri- 
ficing priest, who devoted all for 
the honor slid glory of Ood and 
the salvation of souls; by the non- 
Catholic as a man of kindly heart, 
laboring and giving all to the good 
of humanity. By all a noble work 
of Ood, for whose having lived the 
community is benefited, the world 
is better, whose taking away is a 
toss to mankind, bat wlioae works 
remain as his monnnent and . a 
heritage to his fellow-men. 

After a life so well spent Father 
Bonchet haa gone to his reward. 
May hia aool r^at in peace. 



IRISH CON VBNTNm MB^5. 

The great Irish oonvention to 
consider the land Mil and other 
important issues affecting the Irish 
people, is in session in Dublin. 
There are over 2,000 delegates, 
repreaenting every party, creed and 
class, including prominent Irish- 
men from the colonies and the 
United States. It ia the most 
notable gathering of Iriakmen and 
their decendants ever as.sembled, 
and upon their utterances and acts 
much depends for weal or woe to 
Ireland. The indications are that 
the fears of Ireland's friends and 
the hopes of Ireland's enemies — 
that diaaendon, animoaity. vindic- 
tiveness and radical words and de- 
cisions may blast all chance ot 
benefit to Ireland and manifest 
Irish incompetence to unite or rule 
— are unfounded. 

That there may be general and 
varied discussion among men rep- 
resenting so many dasaes, aections 
and ideas, is likely; but all seem 
impressed with the gravity of the 
occasion and aituation and imbued 
with the one motive to farther and 
lift up their oppressed country, and 
ultimate harmony and unanimity 
of action ia fully expected by Irish 
leaders. 

Dublin with its mass convention 
of Irish representatives discussing 
Irish national mattera attracta the 
attention and wiA.be the subject of- 
the world's comment. May the 
results be such not only to insure 
the attainment of sucoeas in most 
beneficent legislation, but also to 
reflect credit upon Irish patriotism, 
ability bnd conservativism.

DOBUN, April 10.— The racial strength 
of the Celtic character was clearly ex- 
hibited today in the proceedings of the 
firat aeadon of the National convention, 
in the apirit maaifosled, in the speecbea. 
and in the warm palriotie oeatiment ex- 
preaoed. The whole aaoembly of 1,000 
I delegates was a repretentation of the 
Irishman at bis best. There waa exuber* 
' ant gocxl nature everywhere. Enthusiasm 
' was rampant and controllable only by 
the restiaiiiinf; sense of duty which 
carries everything before it, at a gather- 
|ing where tbe Irishman is his own law 
maker, where he feels instinctively that 
whatever tbe frolicsome promptings of 
bis aatnre may tempt him to do. he must 
not fnlSU the dnioter pcedidion of the 
Anglo-Saxon enemy and become divided. 

Indeed, nothing could well have been 
better than the whole demeanor of thb 
unrecognize<l national assembly of Ire- 
land ill the f;o<Ml sense, unfl;iKt;'"K atten- 
tion, orderly proceilure which character- 
ized the day's labors. In a historic 
sense, it was the non-official parliament 
of Ireland solemnly deliberating. If 
Celtic Ughtbeortcdneaa can ever be really 
aolemn it would be in discnadng how 
best to end the agrarian war which 
practicdiy has never oaascd in Irdaad 
during the past 300 years. 

This convention, in mod charaderiatics 
the reverse side, is not so attractive or 
consoling. There was some weakness 
just where it is always found, and where 
the occasion and opportunity calls for 
and counsels a stern stand for justice. 
It was not taken. The convention and 
the Irish Parliamentary party combined 
could have forced the handa of tue 
Government and inaured, by a policy of 
courageotta action, tbe ooneeasion of 
moat of the amandmesta which will be 
adopted tomorrow. Ttaiaatand was not 
taken. Tbe bill was blessed in voting 
and cursed in phrase; it was a good bill 
and a bad one; a concession to Irish 
.strength and a stroke of Iteneficent 
English statesmanship. Redmond and 
O'Brien, in eloquent speeches, empha- 
sized tbe danger of severe critidsm and 
examination of the proposals of Wynd- 
hom'a adicme, while hoping that thia 
forbesrance of the Iridi people would 
plead for a better bill than the defective 
measure under consideration. 

All this was honest and well inten- 
tioned, but the interpretation ^which the 
Chief Secretary and fiuglish press will put 
upon so contradictory an attitude will be 
that the compromise is weaknejjs on the 
])art of the Irish leaders, where the real 
facts and drcnmatancea of the preaent 
politied dtuation ahould render tbe Iriab 
movement otrong enough to demand and 
obtain some of its most extreme cldme. 

Fully .500 clergymen, moatly Catbdic 
priests, were present. It waa the duty of 
Father Humphreys, of Tipperary, to face 
a go<«l tempered but hostile audience of 
2,4!Ht out of of his countrymen in a

The delegates were sbout equally di- 
vided upon the amendment propoaed to 
O'Brien's motkm, which defined the gen- 
eral attitude of the Irlah party towarda 
the bill. Thia attitude as I foreahadowed 
was one of conservative action. It accept- 
ed the Wyndhani measure as a plan 
needing amendment, but asked that the 
Irish party should be iutru.steil with the 
task of endeavoring to obtain such con- 
cessions from tbe Government in the 
committee stage of tbe bill as would 
enable the members to preaent a new 
laud od to the Irish ptofHe aa a final 
ending of the Iriab load otrnggle. 

The amendment to thia motion waa not 
hostile to the spirit and purpose of the 
party's plan of action, but it took excep- 
tion to the proposition that the bill, even 
if improved to tbe extent of O'Brien's 
suggestions, could be a final settlement 
of the land question, while large numbers 
of landlord eatatea woald remain under 
the old reat ayatem. 

It waa likewise aiged that tbe conven- 
tion ahottid itand adjourned tomorrow 
until Govemmeat propooala had emerged 
from the ordeal of the committee stage, 
when the delegates should assemble 
again and hear the Irish Parliamentary 
party rejxjrt uimiu the fate of the conven- 
tion's amenduients to Ihr measure. The 
delegates were nl)out equally divided iu 
support of the amendment and original 
resoluion, but the mover of this amend 
ment having, no intention to weaken 
Redmond's podtion m the cotimation of 
Kogliah putiea or opinion, withdrew hia 
motion, and tbe O'Brien reoolution waa 
unanimously adopted. 

The proceedings tomorrow will embrace 
the <liscussion of some fifty proposed 
amendments to the bill. There will be 
no very contentious questions arising 
and the whole work of the convention 
will protMbly end in the adoption of pro- 
posals which ask the Irish party to do its 
bed to obtain concessions from the Gov- 
err.dient upon the evicted tenanta ques- 
ti<»n. tbe a^icnltuntl laborers' ddma, tbe 
cutting down of the price tenanta are to 
pay for ttadr holdings, tbe oafeguarding 
of the farmers' statutory rights under tbe 
Gladstone land act of 1881; iacfeaae of 
power and means with whidl to dtal 
with the problem of poverty in West 
Ireland and some minor changes iu the 
Wynilliam plan of settlement. The har- 
mony, unanimity, good feeling and union 
are almoat certain to prevail to the end of 
what will be known aa one of the largest 
and most influential conventiona 'ever 
held in Ireland.

Por more than forty years this scivant 
of the church has, through the church, 
served the whole community. He added 
to strength gentleneaa and to firmness 
tolerance and intelligertoe to induatry, 
and having lived for nearly eighty years 
in thia world, be paaaed in prayer to the 
world to come. 



Fmm Miaa Blvira Sydaor Miller'a feel- 
ing tribute we extract the following: 

There ia nothing more beautiful in 
Holy Writ than tbe atory of tbe Good 

Shepherd, he who went forth in the 
storm and dark seeking the stray lamb 
that was lost. And this Good Shepherd, 
who loved this one wandering sheep 
more tenderly than the ninety and' nine 
that remained in the fold, left man his 
prototype and imitator iu tbe pastor who 
atanda heroically between hia flock, re- 
claiming the erring, coaaforting the lost 
and weaiy, ever otllfilg through the 
night of ain and darluMp to the loat of 
the fold. Jnat andi a man waa Father 
Boucbet, an bumble follower of tbe 
Master, in whose sacred steps he walked 
and for whom also came the message 
breathed years ago upon Calvary, "This 
day abalt tbou be with me in paradise." 

All yeaterday, when the lighte glowed 
on the altera, when tbe inceaae roee in 
great dondy meaara to tbe dooied ceiling 
^ the Cathedral, when the aoula of tbe 
myriad flowera filled the atmosphere with 
delicious (xlors, blent with the sigb of tbe 
music and the echo of each prayer was 
the pathetic recollection that he who liinl 
.so loved this season, who had ministered 
at tbe altar in reverence and humility, 
had paiaed quietly "lo where beyond the 
voicea there ia peace." Kindly and ten- 
der, gentle and loving, the counador of 
tbe mature and the friend of the young, 
Father Boucbet waa ona of thoae angelic 
aoula of whom even Ua worat enemy 
could utter no word of blame. Be wea 
in the world, but not of it, and tbe timid 
or stricken, the K"''t-l'U''<lened or weary 
soul that went to him in its hour of an- 
guish and despair fuiiiul his kindness as 
the shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land. He waa one of those men who 
work knowing that "the night cometh in 
which no man can labor." He never 
apared binadf, hia gentle worda and 
good daeda falling lUn bloaaoau in the 
path of othera. 

No bonora or preferment ever cauaed 
those who loved him for long yesrs to 
call him or think of him otherwise thau 
as I'ather Bouchet. He was no Vicar 
General or Monsignor to them, merely 
the kind and tender father in reliniiiri 
He labored unceasingly for tbe good of 
tbe church. He gave of bis store, he 
loat Bleep and reat, be braved tbe wind 
and the aun, the aleet and tbe rain, to go 
forth on erranda of mercy, and the 
kindly hand that gave ao often and ao 
generously has only ceased its ministra- 
tions in death. May the Master whom 
he has served so long, so faithfully and 
so lovingly, receive him on heaven's 
own Easter day and bis earth-dimmed 
eyes gaze upon tbe unclouded splendor 
of that heaven to which hia aoul has ever 
^apired. That Ifaater who, after He bad 
overcome the aharpneaa of death, com- 
manded thoae who had loved Him to 
follow, for he would go before them into 
Galilee. There may be find that Naza 
reth of the soul and his spirit be exalted 
over the darkness of the grave, even as 
St. Christopher bore tbe young Christ 
unharmed above the roar of the torrent 
and the howling of the tempest. That 
church he serv^ ao faithfully will re- 
member him at her altera, the aoula of 
thoae ead and erring onea hie kindneaa 
redeemed will breathe Ua name in their 
prayers, and the recollection of his good 
ileeds will follow like angels of paradise 
iloug the pathway beyond the grave. 
"Btemal rest ^ive unto him, O I<ord, 
and may per)>etiial light shine u]>ou 
him." This is the one prayer that all 
who felt bis tender influence falter forth 
today. 

While all have expreaaed only praise 
for the Right Rev. Monaignor Boucbet, 
the tbilowiiw editorial in tbe Herald of 
Tueeday ia a oioat heantifnl and appro- 
priate ttttMte. From a noa-Catbolic, it 
ia recoorfMluji e aincere espreaaion of 
appredatr«nr the deceased prieat on 
his true charo^ler, merits and labora aa a 
man for the good, tbe advancement and 
tbe betterment, not of Catholics alone, 
but of bia fellow- men regardless of creed: 

Tbe rare and kindly old priest who 
bore In the Roman Catholic prelacy tbe 
formal title of "Monaigno-" died on Sun- 
day enahrined in the aflectsi£<** of tbou- 
aaada of LoniaviUe people under th^ aim- 
pie title of Fnther Bondiet For almoat 
fifty yeara he bad ]h«d bia life of active 
aelf-abnagattoa n*di0lljl te l(«rtacky. 
For forty-three ymf' tae had been at- 
tached to the Cathedral iu T/ouisv ille, and 
in that time no minister or priest had so 
closely endeared himself personally to so 
many people. Yet for more than thirty 
jreara of that time bia dutiea were not 
thoae of tbe pariah prieat who goea 
directly into tbe bomea of hia flock and 
peraonally heara all their aorrowa and 
hopea, baptising the baUea, marrying the 
young and burying the dead. He waa 
Vicar General, charged with tbe finan- 
cial ordering and buaineaa aflaira of the 
dioceae and several charitable and educa- 
tional societies. But the firat few years 
of his parochial aervice aerved to im- 
preaa him upon those who are now tbe 
older reaidenta of Louiaville. and through 
then he aomehtAr managed to keep in 
touch and aympathy with the younger 
generationa. It was wonderful bow many 
people knew Father Bouchet and bow 
many he knew. 

Never waa there a more aingular, a 
more eccentric, a more contradictorily 
gifted maa who naad bia giftoaadbia 



wtaaiag peraonality ao little for hia own ' 
purpooa or aor* gencntody for ttie bep- 
pineea and benefit of othera aad for 

the carrying out of the miaaion be bad 

undertaken among men. Simple aa a 
child in many things, shrewd in many, 
wise and tolerant, he was at cimc sage 
and child; but above all things iinsellish 
and unpretentious. He never seemed to 
think of bimaelf except occwionally aa 
an afterthought, but in the carrying out 
of his duties as adminiatrator of bis 
heavy ^laigea he waa far-aering, shrewd 
aad practical. 

Since Beaedict Joeepb PUget ceme to 
Loniavllle in 1792. on bia way to tbe 
Vincennea ndaaioB, aad looked over 
the ground where he waa afterward to 
found the old See of Rardstown, there 
have been a uuml)er of strong individual- 
ities developed in tbe Catholic church in 
Kentucky. None exceeded in simple 
power and force Biahop Flaget himself, 
but such prieate as Father Theodore 
Stephen Hadin, Father Durbin and 
Father Bouchet, together with tbe oldeat 
happily now Uving, Patber Bax, Im- 
pra n n d tbemaelvee woaderfnily iq;wa.the 
alfectiona of their flocka. Of all theae 
Father Boucbet had tbe moat varied and 
intereating personality. He was a bun 
die of those contradictions, all honorable 
and noble in quality, which attract and 
win regaril and confidence. He was as 
much a celebrated personage of this city 
as Pere Antoine was of New Orleans, and 
the simple eccentricities of hia kindly 
life added ze6t to bia acquaintance. 

The atory told in the Herald yesterday 
morning of his many cnrtona activitiee, 
hia dngnlar inventive genina, of bis 
maatery of languages, of hia absent- 
mindedneaa and bis tireless energy in the 
performance of his duties, serves to indi- 
cate what a rarely gifted man he waa, 
and yet how he set aside all the tempta- 
timi-- to turn away from the single pur- 
pose he had in view; that is, of perform- 
ing his mission in hia church as be saw 
it. When Bishop Spalding, in 18l>3. 
sought in Holland for volnntecra fbr 
mhwionary work fa Keatadiy, be aaid to 
the eeadaarlaaa: "Tbera are no rewards 
to be expected. Yon must expect In- 
stead hard fare and not much of it. But 
there is hard work. There is a great 
opportunity for saving souls, which is 
the work of the niis.sionary. " i'ather 
Houchet was oue of the volunteers, and 
be bad tbe bard fare and the abundant 
work. He remained a miaaionary to the 
Uat, keeping aothiag for biaiadf, giving 
all be got to tbe cbnrcb aad the poor. 
It waa a aoble and a ge n e rona life. 

Since Biahop McCloskey began, about 
twenty years ago, his policy of building 
"wayside churches" instead of great 
churches, I'ather Bouchet had been his 
<levoted and active right hand, immersed 
in tbe many cares of tbe parishes. He 
died^ in harnesa, as evety active man 
wanU to die. Up to the very laat he did 
his duty. As a aincere aervant of God, 
it waa particnlarly bnaatifal that the 
fatal atroke found him on bia kneea 
alone in his prayers, and he peaaed away 
at tbe firat dawn of Baater morning, after 
llie lurtvy duties of Lent had been com- 
plied with. All over Louisville there are 
many, Protestant as well as Catholic, 
who will regret the pasaing away of tbis 
noUc and kindly old man.

The daatb took place at Rathger of 
Alderman Patrick Ryan, who had filled 
the Mayoral dMdr of Wezfotd for two 
terms. 

The laborera engaged in the construc- 
tion of the new railway from Goold'a 
Croaa to Caahel, and who atmck fbr 
higher wegea a week ago, have now re- 
turned to wotlc ek the old f a te thr ee 
pence per hour. 

The Clareman officea and premisea at 
Knnis were seized on SHtiinlay by the 
siih Sheriff in satisfaction for the damages 
ami costs awarded to Mclnerney, Knnis- 
tymon, in connection with the recent 
libel action. The damages, eadMive of 
coata, amounted to $2,600. 

On Saturday momtag a wooan Bamtd 
Pnnny Coz died at Cabenejr, near Gat- 
vagh, County Derry, in her 107th year. 
For very many years she followed the 
calling of a dealer in eggs. She was one 
the eleven persons in llie county who 
were returned in the recent census as of 
"100 years old and upwarda." 

A farmer named Clarke, of Bally- 
fcnlty, haa been remanded by the Antrim 
Magiatratca. He wee leeeatly married, 
and according to enatom the conn try folk 
anrrounded hia honae and cheered. The 
demonstrntions were repeated on anbae- 
(|ueiit nights and, becoming exasperated, 
it is alleged Clarke fired a shot, wounding 
four men, one aeriously. 

A yonng man named Jeremiah Gainey, 
eoa of a fkrmer raakllng at the Marsh, 
Aigbadoor, waa a peaeeagcr in a train 
proceeding to Schnll. When coming to 
Church Croaa atation near Skibbereen, 
and while the tram was in motion, he 
jumped out and got canglit between the 
carriaj:'^ platform and was crushe<l to 
death. He was about eighteen years of 
age and of respectable parentage. 

County Court Judge Dane died March 
22 at RathaiUy, Trim. Connty Meath. in 
hia fiftieth year. Jndge Dane te 
aentcd North Fermaaagh in Pariiament 
from 1892 to 1898, and in the latter year 
was appointed County Court Judge for 
Mayo. In a somewhat difficult county 
he commanded the respect ami confi 
dence of all seftiona of the people. When 
at the bar he waa a member of the aorth- 
eaatern circnit. 

Some aeoaatioB has been arooacd at 
the IntelHgenoe of the alleged poiaoning 
of two aoldiera of the artillery regiment a 
few days since at Clogheen.
